Prof. Buckland then cutcrod largely 
into tbc value of draining, and detailed 
many interesting facts which had come 
under bis own observation of its practical 
results both in the mother country — io 
tbo United States, aud in tbis Pronnee. 
He also spoke of the advantages of sab- 
soiling, a* well as using the boat and lat- 
est improved implements in carrying on 
farm operations: of the lime and labor 
that would he saved,— and concluded by 
urging upon the members of Ibis Society 
the importance of catsblUhiug Farmers* 
Cluba, for the purpose of discussing sub- 
ject* f r« a l ptactical interest aud utility. 
Our limited apace prevents ua from 1 ful- 
lowiog tfae learned gentleman through his 
lecture. Suffice it to sav. it waa alike 
practical, instructive and interesting. 
A vole of thank* wan then presea ted 

bj the meeting to Prof. Dockland, and 
the moiety proceeded to the ba»oesa be- 
fore them.

The Directors are sorry to report that 
the crop of Fell Wheat last vear, compar- 
ed very unfavorably with too preceding 
one-being of lea* quantity U> acre and not 
so good a sample,— -attributinle Io a con- 
siderable extent to winter killing. 

It is pleasing however to note, thai, as 
a whole, this section wss leas troubled 
with destroying insects than in the pre- 
vious rear. 

•Spring Wheat waa scarcely an average, 
io either quality or quantity. 

.Oats, Peas and Bsrley ere oonsidescd 1 
qaite no average. 

jlo Boot crops, our farmers are mani- 
seating an increased interest in their eul 
tare — a greater breadth beiag planted 
and mere ear* in endeavoring to prodoee 
tbe better nuelilsee. Although roots, a* 
a whole, did not attain to tbe aixe of some 
preceding years— yat it ia auneralrv ad- 
mitted they were superior to quality.— 
Fruit eras a failure. 

The Spring 8bow and Plowing Match 
was well attended ; but consi d ering tbls 
Society was united with tbe township of 
King, it scarcely met the expectations of 
your Board in tbe number of competitors 
in the various elasa for Plowing. . 

The Kail Show waa a rxrfeet- success ; 
and jour Board would take Ibis oppor- 
tunity to express the grati6eal>on with 
which they wilnesvecWbe efforts made by 
ibe Corporation of >'owmarkct« to provide 
for the aeeoDamodation of tbe Society.— 
84 8 entries were made with the Secretary 
in tbe varioo* classes— about three hun- 
dred more than in tbe previous year, — 
while Ibe number of actual competitors 
were also largely increased.
